"2. It has brought about oloser contacts between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

"3. It has revealed indications that MoMillan might make another 
solo mediation trip to Moscow." 




"The East German delegation will return to Geneva when the talks resume? Qj 
however it has little expectations that the next phase will produoe major (£) 
agreements. Until the final oonferenoe on the German question, — whether a 
continuation of Foreign Ministers 1 oonferenoe or a summit oonferenoe — has 
been concluded, no steps will be taken by either the Soviets or the East 
Germans to change the status quo of BERLIN.. At the final conference, they 
will make the minimum demand that the Four Powers oonolude a new agreement 
concerning West Berlin. The -new agreement will permit the West Powers to 
maint4in 'their present status and rights; however, these would not derive PI 
from the right of conquest or from past agreements, but from the new S 
agreement. Should this minimum Soviet demand be refused by the Western Powereg 
thejBovie^ Union will oonolude a separate peace ' treaty with East Germany 
andSgburn ov&r"lUe Berlin control powers ta^afert" Germany.

Dr. Lothar BOLZ 
was soheduled to speak. The proceedings and results of this meeting are 
not yet known. 

"Prior to the resumption of the Geneva oonferenoe, the SED Central 
Committee Politbuero is soheduled to pass a decision on the Ministry 
proposal concerning the Allied Travel Office in West Berlin. It oould not 
be determined whether the Politbuero will aot on other aspects of the 
Berlin situation at this meeting."
